Defendant

Court, After First Hearing Here, 


And it Was Sent Back. 


The ease of Andrew C. Brown, ad ­ 
m inistrator of the estate of Au gu stu s 
Perkins against the C. II. & D. rail­ 
way company for ten thou sand dol­ 
lars damages occu pied the time of the 
cou rt today . 
Most of the day was 
spent in hearing ev idence and it is 
not ex pected that the case will go to 
the ju ry before tomorrow. 
The P e r­ 
kins estate has brou ght su it for d am ­ 
ages for the inju ries which Au gu stu s 
Perkins receiv ed while working at 
the Brown & Orrne elev ator, when he 
w as cru shed between 
the elev ator 
bu ilding and a ear on the C. II. & D. 
railroad. 
The su it is being heard by 
special Ju dge Dav id McKee of Con- 
ners v ille. 
* 
It will be remembered that shortly 
after Perkins was hu rt, he brou ght 
su it in the local cou rts for damages 
for a large su m of money . 
The su it 
finally came (o trial and the plaintiff 
won the case. He was awarded dam ­ 
ages and the railroad later appealed 
the case to the appellate cou rt. 
Du r­ 
ing the time the complaint wo- in the 
Aligner cou rt, the plaintiff died, as the 
resu lt of his inju ries receiv ed in the 
accident, so it is alleged. 
The ju dges 
in the appellate cou rt, re v e re d the 
decision of Ju dge Will Sparks and 
sent the case back here for a re­ 
trial. 
It will be remembered that Perkins 
was hu rt Au gu st 22, 19 0(1. and was 
confined^to his bed for a time after 
the accident. He was cau ght between 
the elev ator and a car on the railroad 
and was badly cru shed. 
Later P e r­ 
kins died and it is alleged that his 
demise was the resu lt of the inju ries 
which he receiv ed. 
John B. EaJham, general cou nsel 
tor the railroad, is here representing

be made as to it- distribu tion^ 
It is 
u nderstood (lie minimu m sale price 
fix ed bv the cou rt’s decree is su f­ 
ficiently large to cov er the principal 
•and interest oi 
ceiv er’s certificates 
and the interest oi receiv er's certifi­ 
cates and the attorney fees in the 
case.
